MURPHY’S RADIO CLASS 


AMATEUR RADIO CLASSES TO START ON FEBRUARY 21, 1984 
YOU can learn to be an amateur ‘Ham’ radio operator (or upgrade your present license). 
Murphy’s Radio Class will begin morse code and radio theory courses for Novice/General, Ad- 
vanced, and Extra Class amateur radio license starting on February 21, 1984. 


NOVICE/GENERAL CLASS 


For the General class, no background in electronics or Morse code is required. Students will 
receive training for their Novice License while attending this class and by the conclusion of the 
class will have the qualifications necessary to pass the Federal Communications Commission 
examination for the General Class Amateur License. This class license allows you to talk to 
fellow amateur “ham” radio operators throughout the world. 


The class will provide all written study materials and practice code tapes will be available at a 
nominal cost. Students should have a cassette tape recorder available for home use. 


Classes will be held one evening per week for eighteen weeks. The cost of the eighteen week 
course is $65.00 ($10.00 discount for advanced payment). Students under 18 years of age may 
register for $25.00. A full refund will be made through the third class for any persons who do not 
wish to continue. 


ADVANCED AND EXTRA CLASSES 


Advanced and Extra classes will be taught on Tuesday evenings and are nine weeks in length. 
The material for all classes is based on the new FCC examinations. New classes will start on 
Feb. 21, and again on May 1, 1984. The fee for the Advanced Class or Extra Class is $45.00 
($10.00 discount for advanced payment). 


WHERE/WHEN 
Tuesday, February 21, 1984 classes for all three license levels will be held at the Senior 
Citizen’s Bldg. at 4153 Overland Bivd., Culver City (located ¥2 block South of Culver Blvd., adja- 
cent to the Veterans Memorial Building). Classes meet weekly from 7 pm to 9 pm. (Feb. 21, 
1984 we will be open at 6 pm for registrations.)
